A lUtement from tht Unlttd 
Electrical, Radio and Machine 
Worker* of America, CIO: 
Local «S3 of the United Kce- 
tricsl, Radio and Machln* Work- 
en of America, CIO, announced 
that It had won It* demand for an 
8%c per hour wage Increase from 
the Solar and Sunray Electric 
Companies. This increase brings 
the total wage increase up to the 
national wage pattern of 18 %c per 
hour. In addition, a shift bonus of 
5c per hour waa negotiated for 
Solar employees. Both companies 
ended their lockouts against their 
employees and agreed to rehire all 
employees without any discrimina- 
tion. 
After a lockout that lasted more 
than two weeks the union won its 
original 
demand 
without 
any 
strings attached in regard to in- 
creased production, incentive plans 
and other forms of speedup. Both 
companies originally ordered the 
employees to check out and go 
home because production stand- 
ards demanded by management 
were not being met- Production 
standards remain unchanged at 
both plants.

HAZARDS OF FARMING 


An old time rural wisecrack was: ''"You never get 


rich on a farm., but it's safe". 


Today, a nationally distributed magazine reminds, 


fanning has become one of the most dangerous of occu- 
pations. Farm occupational deaths in 1944 accounted 
for 25^0 of all industrial occupational deaths. Out of 
every 100.000 farm workers. 53 died from accident in- 
occurred doing farm wrork. 


Last year, non-fatal but disabling accidents happened 


in more than 900,000 farm homes. A. half million other 
non-fatal accidents happened to farm people on and off 
farms. 


As in industrial accidents every farm accident has a 


cost tag attached, and while the farm safety record is 
getting' worse the industrial record is improving-. Steel, 
once considered high on the dangerous list, now ranks 
fifth safest. Farmers could well take a tip from indus- 
try's efforts. 


With approximately 25,000 boys and girls sworn in as 


members of School Safety Patrols throughout the state 
in the AAA safety campaign for school children in con- 
nection with the start of the new school term, R. B. 
Maxwell, secretary-manager of the Pennsylvania Motor 
Federation, requests motorists to pay strict attention to 
signals from these youngsters. You'll see them in Clar- 
endon. Sheffield and Youngsville. 
Thev deserve the 


cooperation of every vehicle driver.

be located by the State Fisheries group at Union City 
another step is being taken in making this the best 
outdoor state in the Union.

TTTASHINGTON — How would 
VV you like just to have finished 
a new jigsaw puzzle of a map of 
598 pieces and then have it out- 
datsd? 


That's what may happen to the 
National Geographic Society's 
map of India •published a couple 
of months ago. The map, which 
required months of research, de- 
picts India's complex political 
structure by showing the bound- 
aries both of the British portions 
and of the states ruled by Indian 
princes and potentates. 


On the back of a 10-coIor map 


of India and adjacent regions, the 
598 political divisions are de- 
scribed on a special chart. Nat- 
ural features, cities, towns and 
transportation lines also are de- 
scribed. 
Potential change, however, lies 
in the fact that if the Moslems 
win their current argument with 
ihe Hindus a new state will be 
carved out. 
The Moslems, who predominate 


in a cerLain area, want to create 
a new state called Pakistan. That 
would raise Cain with the new 
map.It's a tough job for cartogra- 
phers when they're called upon to 
make a map of a country like In- 
dia in the first place. 


For example, one of the states, 


called Bilbari, has an area of only 
1.65 square miles with a popula- 
tion of 82. Another, called Hyder- 
abad, is larger than the state of 
Kansas and has a population of 
more than 14,000,000. 


Almost half the peninsula is 


made up of Indian states. There 
are 552 of these. 
The "Survey of India," which 


has much to do with the mapping 
of -.he country, has been carried 
forward successfully by the Brit- 
ish since 1800 despite the area's 
faraway frontiers and 
difficult 


terrain.

Chest X-Ray Program 


Preparation* have been completed for a national 
t 


anti-tuberculosis campaign to promote routine 
chest x-raying of all hospital personnel and of 
patients on admission, according to a statement 
made today by Guy O. McKinley, president of the 
Warren County Tuberculosis Society. In a mes- 
sage to hospital trustees and administrators, the 
national sponsors, The American Hospital Asso- 
ciation, the U. S. Public Health Service and the 
National Tuberculosis Association, estimated that 
such a service among the 20,000,000 persons who 


annually enter hospitals and out-patient clinics would discover 
two to three times as many cases of tuberculosis as mass surveys 
among the general population.lt was pointed out that many cases 
would be uncovered in the early stages, when the disease is most 
quickly and easily curable. 
"Most hospitals innocently harbor 


tuberculosis patients who are a grave menace to the physicians, 
nurses and other personnel, and to all the other patients with 
whom the tuberculosis patients come in contact. The only way 
the danger can be eliminated is the making of a chest x-ray of 
every patient admitted, and of every employe," the statement 
said. Approximately 15,000 informational kits describing the 
need for the service, as well as methods and costs of establishing 
it, are being distributed by the three sponsoring organizations to 
hospitals, health officers of states, counties and to tuberculosis 
associations. Consultation facilities to aid hospital administra- 
tors in setting up x-ray routines will be provided by local and 
state health departments and tuberculosis associations and by 
field staffs of the U. S. Public Health Service.

Company 'I1 Guardsmen Tc 
Camp At Indiantown Ga 


'A Memorial service In honor of 
35,054 Pennsyivanians who were 
\Vorld War H caitlalties will high- 
light the four-day annual encamp- 
ment of the Pennsylvania Guard at 
the Indiantown Gap military reser- 
vation September 13-16. 
The memorial exercise*, set for 
Sunday, September 15, will follow 
a review of the guard officers of 
the new Pennsylvania National 
Guard and the Pennsylvania State 
Police. Governor Edward Martin 
and Secretary of War Robert P. 
Patterson will speak. 


The encampment, which may be 
the final one for the military or- 
ganization set up at the start of 
World War H to replace the fed- 
eralized National Guard, will bring 
approximately 1,600 officers and 
men to Indiantown. 
The training will be directed by 
Brig. Gen. Frank A. Weber, dep- 
uty adjutant general, who suc- 
ceeded to the command of the 
guard last May foiling the resig- 
nation of Maj. Gen. Milton G. 
Baker, its head during the war 
period. 


Overall supervision «f the en- 
campment will b« under Brig. Gen. 
Robert M. Vail, adjutant general. 
Guard units which will partici- 
pate will include the 4th Infantry 
rtegiment, 
commanded by Col. 
Clifford H. Bortz, of Allentown, 
and including units from Harris- 
burg, Philadelphia, Allentown, Lan- 
caster, Chester, Bethlehem, Wil- 
liamsport and Danville. 
The 16th Infantry Regiment, 
headed by Col. Earle D. McCrea, of 
Oil City, and comprising units from 
Oil City, Corry, MeadviUe, Butler, 
Altoona, Clearfield, Bradford, Erie 
and Warren; and engineer battal- 
iona, special weapons companies 
and bands from Philadelphia and 
Pittsburgh and a mechanized troop 
from Gettysburg.
